letter, which follows, corrects the error. 

STATE OF NEW YORK, EXECUTIVE CHAMBER, 
ALBANY, April 1, 1891.—Lewis F. Post, President 
etc.—Dear “ir: Lam inreceipt of your letter of 
March 28th, inviting me to attend a free trade 
mass meeting, to he held at Cooper Union, Thurs- 
day evening, Apri! 2x. 

While thanking you for your courtesy I cannot 

* @ttend the meeting, because I have no sympathy 
with its professed purpose. I had supposed that 
my opinions upon the tariff question had been so 
frequentiy expressed in public that nobody could 
expect me consistently to attend a meeting in- 
tended to promuigate the doctrine of free trade. 
Jamnotan advocate of free trade,and never 

_ bave been. I stand with the democratic party in 
favor of tari? reform, which meansa reduction 
of the present excessive and iniquitous tariff, and 
@ retention of a tariff limited to the necessities 
of the government economically administered. 

Ido not believe in reforming the tariff by wholly 
abolishing it. IT believe that the best interests of 
our country—tndustrial, agricultural and com- 
mercial—demand the establishment of that tariff 
policy, declared and partially defined in the 
national democratie platforms of 1876, 1884 and 
1888, anil | am earnestly opposed to the attempt, 
which is now being made in some quarters, to un- 
dermine the sound and conservative position of 
the democratic party upon this question, and to 
commit it irrevocably to the doctrine of free 
trade. 

The men who are engaged in this effort, no 
matter how honest and sincere they may be in 
their individual convictions, have no right to 
longer masquerade as true democrats, while 
seeking to commit the party toa policy which it 
has always distinctly repudiated, and which, if 
adopted, must inevitably, in my judgment, 
affect injuriously the welfare of the country, 
and unfit the democratic party for the main- 
tenance of those wise principles of government 
of which it has for nearly a century been the 
proud and unyielding representatire. 

They greatly mistake public sentiment who as- 
fume to construe the revolution last autumn at 
the polls asa popular manifestation in favor of 
radical tariff legislation. It was so far as the tariff 
‘was the issue a popular outburst against excessive 
duties; against restricted markets; against war 
taxation for the benefit of favored industries, but 
only blind theorists could see in it any indication 
that the people are impatient of all tariff, and

THE MOREWOOD RIOT. 


Troops on the Ground—A Demonstration to 
Be Made at the Funeral. 

Mount Preasant, Pa., April 3.—Quiet 
reigns throughout the coke regions this morn- 
ing. No outbreak has occurred since the fatal 
raid yesterday morning, and while the situa- 
tion is still grave the presence of militia has 
had a reassuring effect upon the people. Two 
regiments are now on the ground fullyjequipped 
and prepared for action. The Eighteenth 
regiment, with ‘over 500 men, reached here 
shortly after midnight and the Tenth regi- 
ment, with nearly as many more men, arrived 
upon the scene a little later. Adjutant Gen- 
eral McClelland and Brigadier General Wyley 
are in command and will remain as long as 
there is any danger of another raid. The un- 
certainty and fear last night have proven an 
awful strain upon both strikers and citzens. 

A RESTLESS NIGHT. 

No sleeping was done in the entire region, 
but crowds paraded the streets, or gathered in 
knots at the corners, or disappeared in bunches 
over the dark hills, leaving doubt as to their 
destination and intentions. The foreigners were 
quiet, but always in crowds, and the mo- 
mentary fear of an outbreak from thousands, 
which an entire regiment could not quell, was 
only dissipated by the first streaks of early 


who. 

So far ten deaths have occurred, and several 
more are in a critical condition. The 
funerals of the victims will take place Sat- 
urday. Peter Wise, master workman of the 
Knights of Labor, says the entire coke country 
will turn out, and that about that time the

Execution of Ernest Forbes, at Annapolis, 
Md. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., April 3.—Ernest Forbes, 
the colored boy, who committed an outrage 
on Bertha Phipps, in Anne Arundel county, 
in November last, was hanged here this morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock. Miss Phipps has become 
since the assault Mrs. Jonn Griffith. 

The negro died professing to feel assured of 
the forgiveness of heaven. A praying band 
spent some time in jail with him prior to his 
execution, and negroes and whites for miles 
around poured into the city, making the day a 
general holiday. Forbes repeatedly said he 
was ready to die. On the gallows he said: 

‘Tam sorry for my crime. I want to go to 
heaven and hope rit get there, andI want to 
see you all there. I hope this will béa warn- 
ing to youall. That’s all I’ve got to say. 
Good-bye to all.”’ 

From under the cap came the smothered 
words, ‘‘Oh, Lord; Oh, Lord.” The trap was 
sprung and Forbes was soon dead. His neck 
was broken by the fall. 

A Lynching in Tennessee. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 3.—A special from 
Bryant Station says that Martin, alias Gub 
Maybre, alias Mayberry, was found dead this 
morning hanging to a cedar tree about one 
mile north of that place. A jury rendered a 
verdict of ‘‘death by the hands of unknown 
parties.”” A note was left by the lvnchers say- 
ing: ‘‘Thisis done for the protection of our 
wives and daughters.”’ 


PLOT TO MURDER A WIFE. 


A Terrible Crime Perpetrated on Thursday 
Near Birmingham. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 3.—[Special.]—-In 
the lower end of Jefferson county, near Brooxk- 
wood, live two brothers, Columbus and Bud 
Garner.

The Red Man Declines the Offer to Enlist 
in the Army. 

WASHINGTON, April 3.—News received at 
the war department of the results of efforts 
being made by western army officers to carry 
out the provisions of the army appropriation 
bill authorizing the enlistment in the regular 
army of 2,000 Indian recruits is very discour- 
aging. The officers report that the Indians 
will not enlist in the infantry, under any cir- 
cumstances, as they abhor walking. They 
will not enlist in the cavalry, except as scouts, 
because they do not care to bind themselves to 
five years’ service,nor to be subject to removal 
to distant parts of the country.

RUDINI’S LAST LETTER NOT 8&0 
BOMBASTIC. 


A CABINET MEETING HELD YESTERDAY? 


At Which the Italian Trouble Was Discussed. 
The Italians Threaten to Burn Pitts- 
burg—Police on the Watch. 


WaAsHINGTON, April 3.—It is said tonight 
that the president and his advisers are very 
much gratitied over the latest message from 
Premier di Rudini, which was the subject ot 
consideration at the cabinet meeting today. 
They are inclined to think that it indicates 
an early settlement of the diplomatic war. 
The milder tone assumed by Rudini in his 
message to Marquis Imperiali is, it is consid- 
ered here, due to the clear statement of our 
government’s position by Secretary Blaine, 
supplemented by the very able presentation of 
the case at Rome by Mr. Porter, United States 
minister there. 

THE CHARACTER OF THE SUBJECTS. 

If this government considers the question of 
indemnity, the inquiry will no doubt be made 
into the character of the alleged subjects of 
Italy killed in New Orleans, whether they 
were compelled to leave their native land, 
under a promise never to return and were com- 
pensated to leave, etc. Shouldit be found that 
these men left the country for their country's 
good, this government would hardly consent 
to compensate their families, It is reported 
that at the cabinet meoting today a letter was 
read from either Baron Fava or Marquis Im- 
periali, intimating that the recall of the min- 
ister was really but a leave of absence. 

Baron Fava is still in bed at his residence, 
and could not be seen tonight with reference 
to the above report, nor could the marquis be 


found. 
No New Developments. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—There have been no 
developments since morning in the Italian 
negotiations. The dispatch from Marquis di 
Rudini, Italian premier, the substance of 
which has already been succinctly stated in 
the news dispatches from Rome, was laid be- 
fore the cabinet by Secretary Blaine and dis- 
cussed for a time. Later, Secretary Blaine 
said that he would not be able to give out any- 
thing for publication today, as the exact text 
of the marquis’ note remains a secret, and it 
is regarded as possible that it will not be made 
public until the secretary has prepared his 
reply.

capture and destroy Pittsburg. Gabarrio says 
every Italian in Allegheny and Beaver ,coun- 
ties has been similarly approached. 

The Police Watching Them. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 3.—Whatever of 
truth there may be in the reports from New- 
castle and Wheeling as to an attack on Pitts- 
burg in case of trouble between this country 
and Italy, one thing is certain. For the 
past week an unusual number of 
Italians have been arriving in this 
city daily, and today squads of twenty and 
thirty were unusually numerous. The police 
department has been quietly at work, and se- 
cured a list of several hundred Italian board- 
ing houses, and the daily invoice of strangers 
is under strict supervision. 

The French Discuss It. 

Paris, April 3.—French papers discuss the 
Fava affair for the most part in a temperate 

*tone, with the exception of the Temps, which 
refers to America’s speedy action in sending 
ironclads :to Tangiers to support her demands 
in a case of maltreatment of American citizens. 
The Temps thinks it is a strange contradiction 
for America to decline responsibility when 
foreigners are involved, and asks: “‘Why 
should the federal government sign intefna- 
tional treaties if, when pressed closely, they 
disappear like a phantom.” 

The Liberte thinks that the Washington 
government cannot, for the sake of a few 
thousand dollars, allow its respect for inter- 
national law to be imp , 

The Pays dwells upon the disturbance of in- 
ternationa] trade that would follow a rupture 
between Italy and America. 

The royalist Gazette de France taunts Italy 
upon her own glaring violation of international 
law from the invasion of the pontifical states 
to the massacres of Ethiopia. It says it is 
curious to see states which recognize no public 
law when their own ambitions or interests are 
involved, a, invoke the law as 
soon as they themselves are attacked. 

The Journal des Debats says that Italy has 
an undoubted right to demand from the United 
States that an effort be made to punish the 
men who lynched the Italians at New Orleans.

How the English View It. 

Lonpoxw, April 3.—[Copyright, 1891, by the 
New York Associated Press.j]—-Current 
opinion here is setting more stead- 
ily against the action of Marquis di 
Rudini in trying to force the hand 
of Biaine in the matter of the lynching of the 
Italiaus in New Orleans. Tomorrow’s leading 
high-class weeklies devote considerable atten- 
tion to an analysis of the leading position, and 


generally discuss the affair from the stand- 


point of the United States’ constitution. 

The Spectator holds that “serious thinking 
Americans will admit the imperfection of the 
constitution, and that they are bound to 
remedy the defect, all the more because there 
is asmall chance of their being compelled to 
remedy it: The Americans have been hitherto 
more strictly legal in their negotiations than 
most other nations. But what is the use if 
they will not invest their executive with power 
to fulfillevery just international obligation ?”’ 

Touching the talk of war, The Spectator 
ridicules the notion of Italy declaring war 
against one of the greatest powers in the 
world—“a power capable within six months 
of buyigg and building a fleet that would block 
every port in Italy. American ingenuity 
would be sostimulated to outdo itself that it 
would turn every steamer that could tloat into 
an improvised ironclad.”’ 

The Economist doubts whether the action 
of Itally will impel Washington statesmen to 
alter their course or engage in the intermina- 
ble task of modifying their constitution. It 


Says: 

**Marquis diRudini and his government are 
in a cul-de-sac. They cannot sit still, they 
cannot fight, and they cannot obtain the re- 
dress they want without fighting. Italy’s 
allies will never permit her to risk a war that 
would disturb European combinations. 
The United States holds the exceptional 
position that it cannot be conquered by any 
power, or probable combination of powers, 
even if all Euro were allied against it. 

‘‘But the United States also cannot conquer 
any great power. Yet, if the United States 
continues to claim exemption from pressing 
international obligations, its position will not 
be supported without new international laws 
or a recourse to war to obtain modification.”’ 

The Catholic Tablet attributes Baron Fava’s 
recall to an imperfect knowledge on the part 
of the Ruidini cabinet of the system of state 
autonomy enjoyed in the United States. 
“Baron Fava’s note,’”’ says The Tablet, 
“begged every question at issue. The real ex- 
planation of the precipitate action of Italian 
ministers must be found in the fact that they 
feel that public opinion in Italy required some 
demonstration.’’ 

The conservative press endeavors to il- 
lustrate the evil that would result from a con- 
cession of home rule to Ireland, and the com- 
parison will have undoubted potency in elec- 
toral platforms. If autonomy should be granted 
to Ireland it is argued, how could the Irish be 
compelled, except forcibly, to observe foreign 
and imperial obligations. 

The tory Globe, in a fictional forecast of the 
year 1901, describes an Irish mob hunting a 
party of French sailors in the streets of Cork; 
a jury acquitting rioters; the Dublin parlia- 
ment refusing to interfere ; a French squadron 
appearing at (Jueenstown to exact damages or 
bombard the town, and a general war with 
France. _ Following the same line, it is argued 
that ‘‘federal institutions cannot be worked by 
a nation having wide external interests. They 
worked with success in the United States, be- 
ca until recently, that country had no 
forelgi policy.” The conservatives fling about 
with delightful surprise these new reasons 
against home rule. ; 

The report prevailed in political clubs to- 
night that Lord Salisbury, on the instigation 
of Marquis diRudini, would offer to mediate 
for an adjustment of the differences between 
Italy and the United States. A high foreign 
oflice ofticial, when asked to state the views of 
the government, said that the question had 
not been discussed.

THE DECLINE IN. THE PRICE OF SUGAR 


Caused by the Kemoval of the Daty on Cer- 
tain Grades—The Steck Market. 
Fluctuations in Prices, Etc. 


New York, April 3.—R. G. Dun & Co’s 
weekly review of trade says: The actual con- 
dition of business does not improve, however 


hopeful the anticipations warranted. Unfavor- | 


able weather has prevailed over a wide area, 
affecting local trade and making country roads 
still more difficult. Labor troubles are becom- 
ing an important factor, strikes having begun 
at many localities in the building trades, and 
the great strike having resulted in riots and 
the calling out of troops. 

Practically the entire increase in March has 
been in silver certificates and new silver notes, 
and the amount of gold certificates out has 
been reduced by the exports of coin. Money 
is temporarily closer at some points on ac- 
count of April settlements, but at nearly all 
interiot markets qniet and comparatively easy. 
Philadelphia notes slow collections in most 


lines, wool quiet, with liquors, tobacco and — 


in chemicals fair, but 
in paints light, and in shoes troubled by 
Slow collections, though the prospects 
are considered good. Pittsburg notes no im- 
portant change, and Cleveland only a fair 
trade, with Cincinnati, Louisville, St. Louis 
and Kansas City in the same condition. Chi- 
cago observes an increase over last year in the 
receipts of grain and cheese, and 50 per cent 
in wool, no change in cured meats and hides, 
and a decrease in flour, lard, butter, and 50 
per cent in dressed beef. 
REPORTS FROM THE CITIES. 

Merchandise moves more slowly than a 
few weeks ago, on account of bad roads. 
Memphis finds trade not yet near normal, but 
at Atlanta it is improving, and at New 
Orleans, sugar is active at lower prices, 
rice scarce and cotton quiet. Bad weather 
affects trade at Montgomery, and at Jackson- 
ville there are fears of a disastrous spring and 
summer trade. 

Iron does not mend at all, for the confidence 
that the strikes will soon end, consumers are 
awaiting. The lowest prices on record are 
made by some works for bar iron, and struc- 
tural moves slowly, while bef y pipe is ter- 
ribly demoralized. Pig iron is duller than for 
years, and buyers generally hold off as to rails, 
disliking to helpthecombination. Coal is flat, 
ofticial prices being about 15 cents above last 
year, but with some cutting. Woolen manu- 
facture is doing fairly, but reports from the 
west are that growers look for high prices on 
the new clipof wool, which the present market 
for goods does not warrant. 

FLUCTUATIONS IN PRICES. 

Speculation in breadstuffs does not abate, 
and with sales of 33,000,000 bushels here wheat 
is 14 cents higher than a week ago. Cotton 
has not changed, and trading is light. The 
new tariff has taken effect as to raw sugar, 
and the price is now 34 cents against 5.19 a 
week ago, while granulated is selling at 44 
cents against 64 cents last week. The average 
of all prices is a shade lower than a week ago. 

In the stock market there has been some 
weakness on account of the total indifference

OF CASHIER GADSDEN. 


A Well-Known Citizen of Sayannah Grows 
Desperate. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 3.—{Special.j— 
Thomas Gadsden, cashier of the Merchants’ 
National bank at St. Julian and Drayton 
streets, committed suicide this morning by 
shooting himself through the head on his 
child’s grave in Laurel Grove cemetery. 

The suicide occurred a few minutes after 7 
o’clock, but the news did net get down town 
until 10 o’clock. All day the sad affair has 
been almost the sole subject of discussion. 

Mr. Gadsden had a wide personal ac- 

ntance, and was highly esteemed. His 
family assi bad health as the cause of the 
tragedy. The deed had evidently been care- 
fuily planned. Last night Mr. Gadeden wrote 
a letter to his brother-in-law, Mr. A. Guerard, in

Mr. Gadsden, and was soon met with the aw 

ful news of his death. Inquiry at the bank de 
veloped no reason for the suicide. Prelimi- 
nary to the appointment of a successor as 
cashier, an examination of the books is being 
made. Until this is complete the bank offi- 
cials, of course, have no report to make. 

Mr. Gadsden was fifty-three years old. He 
was born in or near Charleston, and was edu- 
cated in that city. During the war he was in 
the Charleston Light Infantry. At the close 
of the war he entered a cotton house in 
Charleston. About 1868 he came to Savannah 
and got a position in the Merchants’ National 
bank. He wasa clerk in the bank until about 
1876, when he was made cashier, which posi 
tion he has held ever since. Mr. Gadsden was 
a vestryman of St. John’s church. He leaves 
a wife and five children, the oldest, adaughter 
seventeen years old. 


THE STORM IN NEW ENGLAND. 


Fourteen Inches of Snow—Kailroad Trains 
Delayed. 

Bostor, April 3.—The storm throughout 
New England is very severe. A stiff north- 
east gale is blowing with heavy rain on the 
coast and snow in theinterior. There is foute 
teen inches of snow throughout western New 
England. Alitrains are from one to four 
hours late. The wind reached the velocity of 
sixty milesan hour. The center of the storm 
passed over Boston at 6:30 o’clock a. m. In 
the harbor the tide is the highest for six 
months. Considerable damage has been done 
to shipping. Many vessels lost or dragged 
their anchors and drifted on the flats. A few 
schooners were dismasted. Others were badly 
damaged by being driven against the wharves. 

SEVERE STORM IN NEW YORK. 

New York, April 3.—The heavy storm 
which swept over this section last night did 
considerable damage, particularly to the east 
of-New York. The storm outside of this city 
was accompanied in many places by heavy, 
wet snow, and this, aided # the hig wink 
demoralized the telegraph wires toa ex- 
tent. The big American schooner, George L. 
Drake, which left Mobile, Ala., March 6th, 
was driven ashore at the point of Sandy Hook 
at 3:25 o’clock this morning during the height 
of the storm. The crew was rescued by life- 
saving men and it is thought that the vessel 
will be floated without much damage. 


DEATH OF REV. I G. DRAYTON.

~ The Court Admite the Confession Made to 
Mrs. Dietz—The Prisoner’s Statement.

“I 
was talking about the powder found on the 
kitchen shelf, how I had tasted it and being 
made‘deathiy sick. Mrs. McKee came into the 
room. Said nothing about the powder to her.” 

Witness wasshowna diagram and pointed 
out the place where she found the powder the 
morning after the eggnog was given. She 
found the powder on the lower shelf in the 
kitchen. It looked as if it had been dipped out 
and spilt. She put the powder in a paper and 
carried it to Mrs. Wimpee. She gaveit to 
Mr. Wimpee. 

THE DYING WOMAN TALKS. 

Mrs. McKee came once to Mrs. Wimpee 
after the powder was tound, without being 
sent for. Thursday before Mrs. Wimpee died, 
Mrs. McKee was sent for by Mrs. Wimpee’s 
request.

McKee said: “You are welcome to inquire of 
every drug store, and see if I bought poison.’’ 

Then turning to Mrs. Thompson (witness) 
she said: ‘“‘What motive could I have, Mrs. 
Cherry, in poisoning her?’’ ; 

Taking the tin box mentioned, Mrs. McKee 
said the box had been returned, and she had | 
explained to Mrs. Dietz why she took it. Turn- 
.ing to Mrs. Dietz, she asked Mrs. McKee 
what she did with the eggnog. She 
gaid she drank pa;t of it; didn’t know 
about the balance. Mrs. McKee got milk from 
Mrs. Wimpee on Thursday, but got none after 
that. Friday the cow was sick. Havn’t seen 
Mrs. McKee since Thursday of the second 
week of Mrs. Wimpee’s sickness until in 
court. 

The cow died a few days after the Thursday 
night of the first week’s sickness. The 
accused said she was innocent, though circum- 
stances were against her, butshe didn’t believe 
God would let the innocent suffer.

“Ilived next door to Mrs. Wimpee and 
frequently purchased butter and milk from 
her, and we became confidential friends. I 
greatly admired her, but she was a peculiar 
woman, and one had to thoroughly know her 
to like her, and that I did. 

“Last September a yearago I borrowed $110 
formy father, who residesin Florida. She 
didn’t have the money at the time 
I asked her, but she went to my 
husband and borrowed it, giving her note 
for it. Then loaned it to me, taking my open 
note. Lalso signed a contract with her, which 
set forth that the note held by my husband 
was in effect my note, as the money was for 
me. Last June I made another loan from 
Mrs. Wimpee, and gave her another note, and 
that note, which is now in the hands of the 
prosecution, is the only note signed by me in 
their possession.”’ 

MRS. WIMPEE’S GRIEVANCES. 

‘‘Mrs. Wimpee has spoken to me about her 
husband and herseif at various times, and has 
told we that her husband didn’t like the fact 
that she wouldn’t allow him to have a 
to do with her business affairs. She describe 
at length her intimacy with Mrs.Wimpee, say- 
ing that frequently she confided to her her 
business affairs; and that on one occasion last 
spring she had visited Mrs. Wimpee and found 
her crying, and that Mrs. Wimpee then told 
her tha! she was miserable, that Mr. Wimpee 
wouldn’t believe her when she _ said 
she was. sick, and accused her. of 
‘putting on,’ and wouldn't supply her with 
proper medicine. Mrs. Wimpee frequently 
spoke of the great confidence she had in her 
son, who lives at Piedmont, Ala., and during 
her sickness she had told Mra. McKee that, in 
any event, she wanted her son to have the tin 
box which contained her private papers, and 
to look after the welfare of her children. Mrs. 
McKee claimed that the first note had been 
paid in monthly installments, and that she 
had given Mrs. Wimpee but two notes, 
the iast of which is now in tbe prosecution’s 
hands.”’ 

THE PEACHES AND THE EGGNOG. 

Then she continued: “On the Monday 
spoken of, I did take to Mrs. Wimpee some 
peaches. We often exchanged delicacies in 
that manner. That night Esie brought me 
the miik I usually got, and told me her 
mother was very sick. Tuesday morning I 
went over to see her, and as the children had 
gone toschool, she asked me to go over to 
Mrs. Grace’s house and get her some whisky. 
I told her that as I didn’t know Mrs. 
Grace well, I’d go to Mrs. Dietz, as they 
were Germans, and would be likely to 
have stimulants on hand.- SoI went there, 
got the whisky and gave it to Mrs. Wimpee. 
Wednesday morning I inquired after Mrs. 
Wimpee, and Wednesday afternoon it was 
agreed that Mrs. Dietz and I should sit up 
with Mrs. Wimpee. We went there after 
church and aid so. 

“But I forgot about the rat poison,’’ she 
said, and then explained that she had bought 
the first rat poison she purchased at the sug- 
gestion of Mrs. Wimpee, and used it to kill 
cats that were destroying her little daughter’s 
pet chickens, little bantams. The purchase 
of the second rat poison, the ‘‘get there’’ 
brand, was explained by saying she expected 
some company from Columbus, who after- 
wards did come, and brought the poison on the 
2oth of September to use in destroying the 
rats, Which wery very numerous about the 
house. Continuing, she said: ‘‘Mrs. Dietz 
and myself returned to Mrs. Wimpee’s after 
church. That Wednesday night, and just be- 
fore we went in, she went over to put 
out the lights in her house. When 
we went into Mrs. Wimpee’s we found 
Mrs. Ponder and Mr. Wimpee in the room, 
and I may have told him to go and take some 
rest, for he went out, and directly Mrs. Ponder 
also left us, but not before telling us that Dr. 
McCall said to give Mrs. Wimpee eggnog. 
We made the eggnog right in the kitchen on 
the table, and it was I who stepped into the 
dining room. That eggnog was too sweet for 
Mrs. Wimpee, so we made another, which also 
failed to please Mrs. Winpee, who said 
nothing tasted right to her since this 
sickness. 1 carried that eggnog out and set it 
on the safe which I reached from the door. 
Mrs. Wimpee was then either talking in her 
sleep or was irrational, for when I went back 
Mrs. Dietz told me that she was talking ‘‘out 
of her head and seemed very sick.’’ <A little 
later I became chilly and spoke of a wrap, not 
a wrapper, and told Mrs. Dietz that when 
Mrs. Wimpee awoke, I would get one.” 

WHERE THE TIN BOX COMES IN. 

“A little while afterwards, the moving of a 
chair awoke Mrs. Wimpee and, taking the 
keys, I went to the wardrobe and gota wrap, 
and [ also took the tin box and put it in the 
woodbox. I did this because Mrs. Wimpee 
had spoken to me about wanting her son to 
have the box. I then laid down and went to 
sleep, and just as day was breaking I awoke 
and went home, taking the box which con- 
tained my notes and the contract with me.’’ 

Then Mrs. McKee described her return to 
her home, and the visit of little Essie Wimpee, 
and her visit to Mrs. Wimpee on the day of 
ner taking the box. 

‘‘Mr. Wimpee was in the room, and was lean- 
ing against the mantel when I went in, Mrs. 
Wimpee told me that her box was gone, and 
asked me aboutit. I didn’t reply, only shook 
my bead, and raised my eyebrow as if to ask if 
I should tell before Mr. Wimpee, and she af- 
terwards said she thought I took the box on 
account of my notes, and when I did explain 
ny motives, Mr. Wimpee got angry about it. 
I went home, and prepared to go to church, 
and on my way I took the boxb ack, 
Mrs. Wimpee examined it and found every- 
thing allright. That was Thursday. I went 
Thursday afternoon to see Mrs. Wimpee, and 
again on Friday. Saturday I had company 
who did not leave until Tuesday. On that day 
I called in and inquired about Mrs. Wimpee, 
as I passed on my way to see my mother, and 
I stopped there again that afternoon on my re- 
turn.’ 

FACE TO FACE. 


“On Thursday [I was sent for by Mrs. Cherry 
Thompson, and when I went there I found 
Mrs. Thompson and Mrs. Dietz in the room 
with Mrs. Wimpee, and Mrs Wimpee said that 
it was said that I had given her poison, andI 
denied it most bitterly, and asked why, for the 
Lord’s sake, Ishould do such athing. Mrs. 
Thompson said I had taken that box. I told 
her I admitted that, but that the matter had

THE TALK WITH MRS. DIETZ. 

“T had her called back, and when I opened 
the front door, Mrs. Dietz caught hold of my 
wristsand said: ‘You are accused of poison- 
ing. Dr. McCall has sent to find what you 
have given Mrs. Wimpee sohe can treat it 
correctly.’ I denied that I had poisoned Mrs. 
Wimpee, and then we went into the parlor. 
Mrs. Dietz asked me if I hadn’t bought poison, 
and I told her I had purchased rat poison, and 
then she said you had better tell all about it, 
for they are going to arrest you, and if they do 
they will hang you.”’ 

HER FLIGHT EXPLAINED. 

‘* A fter she left you can imagine my feelings. 
That was Friday afternoon. I Knew that 
Mrs. Wimpee was excited, as was everybody 
else, so I thought I would goto my uncle in 
Talladega, until the matter quieted down. I 
did so, and next day read the terrible accounts 
in the papers, and concluded to go to Florida 
to my father, which I did. Afterwards I con- 
cluded to come back, and make a statement, 
and started back, but, at New Smyrna, Fla., I 
was apprehended and brought back. 

A DART FOR MRS. DIETZ. 

‘About three weeks before this my little 
girl, Clio, was in the front yard, when Mrs. 
Deitz calied her. She told Mrs. Dietz that I 
wouldn’t let her come. The child had often 
been over there, and Mrs. Deitz had treated 
her very kindiy. Mrs. Dietz came over to my 
house, and demanded why I refused to let Clio 
come. I told her that I heard rumors about 
her, and had heard she had been guilty of infi- 
delity, and that was the reason] didn’t want 
my child over there.’’ 

MRS. DIETZ GETS MAD. 

Here Mrs. Dietz, who was in the crowd of 
spectators, cried out, ‘That isn’t so.”’ 

Judge Maddox commanded silence, and then 
the box with the notesin it was introduced, 
and Mrs. McKee said: “The only one of 
these notes that I ever gave was this one, 
dated June 14, 1889, for $120 payable in Jan- 
uary last. These other notes are not mine, 
and even the name is spelt wrong. These 
three notes I never gave.” 

There was dead silence for a little while, 
and then the prisoner went down.

Mr. Wimpee, the husband of the deceased, 
went upon the stand in rebuttal, and denied 
Mrs. McKee’s statement altogether, and said 
his wife never csmplained about anything in 
the way of medicine or food. 

The Argument Begins. 

Argument then began. Mr. Ladan, for the 
defense, opened in.a splendid style.

Creek Weighted Down by a Log. 
The Suspected Parties. 


Dus.in, Ga., April 3.—[{Special.]—A terri- 
ble tragedy was enacted in Laurens coynty at 
some time since Monday morning. 

Nathan Burch, a young farmer of consider- 
able means, twenty-seven years old, living 
four miles from Dublin, left home last Monday 
afternoon, on foot, with the expressed in- 
tention of visiting his father and returning 
home Wednesday or Thursday afternoon. 

On Wednesday afternoon, two white men, 
on their way to Turkey creek to fish, stopped 
ata branch, three-quarters of a mile from the 
road, and six miles from Dublin, to drink, 
and discovered the body of a man lying in the 
branch, which, on investigation, proved to be 
the body of Nathan Burch. The skull of the 
deceased had been penetrated by a load of 
buckshot just at the base of the brain, 
and his abdomen slit open clear across. 
A log was lying across the shoulders of the 
corpse, and the deceased had evidently been 
dead a day or two. | 

This morning the coroner, Seaborn Jones, 
impaneled a jury and began an investigation, 
which resulted in a verdict doclaring that the 
deceased came to his death from a wound in- 
flicted by a gunin the hands of Ben Swales, 
who was the brother-in-law of the deceased, 
and charging Ben Swales’s father, and a negro 
named Tom McRae, with being accessories. 

Circumstantial evidence alone convicts any 
of the accused persons with the 
crime, and it is hoped that the 
Swales’s will establish their in- 
nocence at the commitment trial, as they, 
father and son, have hitherto borne good rep- 
utations. 

Burch was an extremely popular man, be- 
longing to a large and influential family, and 
nothing will be spared in the effort to bring 
his slayer, whoever he may be, to justice.

WEATHERS, OF PETER. — 


He Is Convicted of Tampering with a 
Letter.

Weathers is the young countryman of whom 
THE ConsriruTION spoke several days ago as 
charged with being the author of a “green 
goods” scheme. The matter for which he 
was tried yesterday grew out of a more serious 
one—nsing the mails for improper purposes— 
for which he will be tried later on. 

Weathers was at one time the assistant post- 
master at Peter, a little cross-roads town in 
Chattooga county, and it is charged that he 
used his position as a means of conducting his 
confidence operations. His accusers say that 
he wrote ‘“‘green goods’’ letters to parties all 
over the United States, to which he signed the 
names J. F. Weathers, J. F. are, L. P. 
Weathers or L. P. Ware, as his fancy dictated. 
He would tell one correspondent to direct his 
answer to the Carrollton postofiice, an- 
other to Newnan, another to Griffin, 
and soon. Then he would write to the post- 
masters at those places tosend all mail for 
Weathers or Ware to Peter. In that way, 
they say, he thought to cover up his tracks. 

The postoffice authorities began to suspect 
the young man of crookedness and last fall 
sent Inspector Tate and two deputy marshals 
to Peter to shadow him. 

Tate arrived there on the 30th of October 
and, while waiting for his companions, walked 
into the postoflice and telling Weathers 
he was looking up some mineral lands, asked 

rmission to sit down ata desk and write a 
etter. The permission was granted. When 
finished the inspector addressed the letter to 
the Roan Iron Company, Chattanooga, Tenn., 
handed it to Weathers and went out. 

In half an hour he returned hurriedly, and 
exclaimed: 

‘Please give me that letter I handed youa 
few moments ago; I wish to add a postscript 
to it.’’ 

Weathers got the letter and handed it to 

ate. 

The latter saw ata glance that one end of 
the letter had been slit open and then pasted 
together with mucilage. 

‘*You have been tampering with this letter,” 
said the inspector. 

“I know I have. I knew you were not a 
land dealer, but a postofiice inspector come 
here to spy on me, and I wanted toknow what 
was in the letter.”’

Exalt the State. 

Smarting under the insults of Di Rudini 
and D’Arto,:some of the republican organs 
are regretting the inability of the federal 
government to interferejin the local affairs 
of the state of Louisiana. 

The New York Press advises the presi- 
dent and Secretary Blaine to urge congress 
to pass a law giving the United States 
authorities the power to dispose of cases 
where states disregard a treaty. 

The suggestion is not worthy of a mo- 
ment’s consideration. Even if carried out 
there would still beatrial by jury. Local 
sentiment would be as powerful then as it is 
now, and in the New Orleans case it would 
result in the acquittal of thelynchers. But 
perhaps The Press would have the federal 
government suppress trial by jury, and con- 
vict and hang at its own sweet will? 

It is a pity that we cannot grant all the 
demands of the friends of the Mafia across 
the water; but the administration will have 
to recognize the fact that a state has some 
rights, and cannot be wiped out in a hurry. 

In view of the timid and imbecile policy 
of the federal government in foreign affairs 
during the past thirty years, it will strike 
most people that it isa good thing that we 
have states with spirit enough to defend their 
people against alien enemies in our midst. 
The lesson of the New Orleans affair is that 
we should exalt the state. When the gen- 
eral government strikes down the rights of 
the states it will strike down the rights of 
the citizens. 


Treaty Obligations with Italy. 

Pressed by threats of the Mafia, the Ital- 
ian government contends that the treaty ob- 
ligations of the United States government 
bind it not only to indemnify the fam- 
ilies of the assassins executed at New 
Orleans, but to arrest the executioners 
and see to it that they are put on trial. 

Minister Porter, with a haste that dis- 
credits his judgment and common sense, has 
already promised the Italian prime minister 
that indemnities will be made. It is a prom- 
ise that could not Le carried out even if 
made by Mr. Blaine, and it is so absurd that 
there seems to be no reason why Mr. Porter 
should not go further and assure the Italian 
authorities that the federal government will 
at once proceed to invade Louisiana, and 
seize and try the executioners of the Mafia. 

What are the treaty obligations of the 
United States so far as the Italians are con- 
cerned? These obligations are clearly de- 
fined in the treaty with Italy, and the clause 
which fixes and determines them reads as 
follows: 

The citizens of each of the high contracting par- 
ties shall receive in the states and territories of 
the other the most constant protection and se- 
curity for their persons and property, and shall 
enjoy in this respect the same rights and privi- 
leges as are or shall be granted to the natives, on 
their submitting themselves to the conditions im- 
posed on the natives. 

This clause covers the New Orleans case. 
The federal government does not pretend to 
protect its own citizens who are persistent 
law-breakers from the righteous wrath of 
outraged communities, nor does it under- 
take to indemnify the families of the vic- 
tims. Neither does it enter a state and 
arrest those who take the law in their own 
hands. It is forbidden by the constitution. 
Mr. Blaine and Mr. Porter might jointly 
assure the Italian government that our or- 
ganic law will be modified to meet the views 
of the defenders of the Mafia assassins, and 
the promise in this case would be as easily 
carried out as the one which Mr. Porter has 
already made with the sanction of Mr. 
Blaine. 

It will thus be seen that the United States 
government has, in fact, carried out all its 
treaty obligations with Italy, having pledged 
itself to see that the natives of Italy receive 
the same protection under the laws of the 
United States that the natives of this country 
receive. 

Why and how is it that the plain and sim- 
ple fact contained in the clause from the 
treaty which we have quoted has never been 
called to the attention of the Italian govern- 
ment? Whyis it that Mr. Blaine has not 
seized upon it and presented it, instead of 
writing his long and ponderous dispatches! 
An American administration is sadly needed 
in Washington.

Military Day at the Albany Chautauqua a 
Great Success—Governor Northen 
Reviews the Troops. 


Axuzany, Ga., April 3.—[Special.]—Today 
was a grand onein Albany’s history. It was 
Governors’ Day of the Georgia Chautauqua, 
and the city was crowded with visitors from 
all parts of the state. There were present to 
take partin the exercises the Thomasville 
Huzzars, the Cavalry,the Dawson Guards, the 
Fort Gaines Guards, the Waycross Rifles, 
the Thomasville Cadets, the Thomasville 
Guards, the Valdosta’ Videttes, the Albany 
Guards, the Cuthbert Cadets, the Perry Rifles 
and the Quitman Grays, 

At 10 o’clock the companies were formed in 
line on Broad street, in the order that their 
names appear here, and headed by the Macon 
brass band and Albany police force, marched 
to the residence of Dr. P. L. Hilman, where 
the procession was joined by Governor Northen 
and staif, and the line of march again taken 
up, terminating at the chautauqua tent taber- 
nacle, where Governor Northen delivered an 
address that was listened to with raptured at 
tention by thousands of people. 

A grana feast at the armory of the Albany 
Guards was spread for the visiting soldiers, 
and the table was kept well loaded all day. 

In ihe afternoon the various companies were 
reviewed by Governor Northen, and he com- 
plimented the excellence of their movements 
generally. Upon the whole it was a red-letter 
day for Albany.

Dr. R. 8. Barrett, of Atlanta, will deliver 
his celebrated lecture on ‘“The Passion Play’’ 
Tuesday afternoon next. 

The lecture is looked forward to with an- 
og ag of pleasure by the people, especially 
as Dr. Barrett witnessed last year the pres- 
entation of this remarkable dramatization of 
the week of passion of the life of Christ as 
presented by the bogeninen of Oberammergau. 

Colonel Tift, who was Albany’s first editor, 
said at the press banquet that the state should 
establish a normal school for the white youths 
of Georgia; that the negroes have such an in- 
stitute which teaches, say 300 students annu- 
ally. We instruct 300 young men, and there 
the teaching ends. The negroes send out these 
300 teachers ; they in turn instruct an average, 
say of fifty pupils each, making 15,000 negroes 
obtaining the benefit of the normal teaching. 

The white schools too often, in tne absence 
of a normal institute, have to depend upon 
teachers not fully competent to instruct. 

He said that a norma! institute could be con- 
ducted in this way: Two young men could be 
selected from each county in the state, they to 
be instructed in the normal school. Every six 
months one of them would return to the col- 
lege for further instruction alternately, leav- 
ing one of the young men to take charge of the 
schools of the county until their course was 
finished. They would be compelled to teach 
for the state for the same length of time that 
their instruction occupied at the normal insti- 
tute. The public schools could be thus con- 
ducted more thoroughly and at less cost than 
at present.

STILL IN JAIL. 


Writ of Habeas Corpus Heard, But Hall 
and Jenkins Were Not Released. 

Mr. Dan Hall and Mr. Jenkins, an account 
of whose arrest was given in Sunday’s Con- 
STITUTION, are still in jail at Henderson, N.C. 

Judge Winston, of Oxford, heard the 
habeas corpus filed in the case, and refused to

Messrs. Hall and Jenkins were arrested and 
required to give bond in a civil suit for 
damages instituted by Mr. nes 

resident of the bank of en- 

erson, alleging defamation of character 
and false imprisonment. It appears that in a 
certain class of civil cases, under the North 
Carolina procedure, the defendant can be re- 
quired to give bail bond for the plaintiff in the 
case, being also required to give bond for any 
damage resulting to the defendant. In the 
event that the defendant is unable to give the 
bond, he goes to jail for twenty days, and at 
the expiration of that time he files 
an insolvent schedule showing what 
property he has. His release is 
then at the discretion of the judge. 
The best legal talent of that section of North 
Carolina are engaged in this, and a hard legal 
fight is on between the parties. The counsel 
for Mr. Burgwyn will resist to the last any 
efforts to have the defendants discharged, be- 
lieving the treatment Mr. Burgwyn received 
to have been a great outrage.

NEW YORK, April 3.—Speculation today hinged on 
the action of Governor Boyd, of Nebraska, in regard 
to the maximum rate bill. When it became known 
that he had vetoed the measure, the market became 
strong, and closed with a good advance for the day.
